Bishop Maher 
calls Pope Paul 
man of courage 


Pope Paul VI has shown the world 
that he is ‘‘as good as his word,” 
Bishop Maher says in a message for 
the Pope’s ninth anniversary. 


A “confused and chaotic world’ 
looks to him for “‘light and guidance,”’ 
says the bishop. ‘‘The Holy Father 
brings to his task the courage, ex- 
pertise and faith characteristic of his 
priestly life.’’ Bishop Maher’s 
message to the “People of God’ 
follows: : 


THE NINTH ANNIVERSARY of Pope Paul’s 
coronation as supreme head of the Universal

Church will fall on Friday, June 30. 

At that time nine years ago a new world was 
impatient to be born, an old Church had begun to 
update itself and its new leader courageously 
confronted the formidable task before him. 


His election as Pope came as a surprise to no 
one. He already was regarded in various sectors 
of the Christian world as the man of the hour, as 
one with a wealth of personal talents as well as 
many and varied experiences. 


SPEAKING IN NINE languages on the day of 
his coronation, Pope Paul promised to resume 
the Ecumenical Council in order to adapt the 
Church to the needs of the new age. 


He pledged his best efforts to hasten Christian 
unity and to conduct a dialogue with the non- 
Christian world which, he said, is ‘‘also affected 
by the Holy Spirit and grace.’ He dedicated 
himself to the “encouragement of greater 
mutual understanding, charity and peace among 
peoples.” : 

And in his role as Vicar of Christ on earth and, 
therefore, as head of the ‘‘Magisterium’’ or 
teaching Church, Pope Paul declared that he 
“will defend the Holy Church against errors of 
doctrine and custom which both inside and 


against excessive nationalism, 
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outside the Church threaten its integrity and 
spoil its beauty.” 


TIME HAS PROVEN that the Supreme Pontiff 
is as good as his word. Whether he acts on his 
own initiative, which is his right as Vicar of 
Christ, or as head of the teaching Church which 
includes the bishops in union with him, the Holy 
Father brings to his task the courage, the ex- 
pers and the faith characteristic of his priestly 
ife 


He streamlined the three sessions of the 
Second Vatican Council bequeathed to him by its 
founder, Pope John, and thus expedited its ac- 
tivities. Results promptly followed. Today many 
of the reforms envisioned by the late Pope are 


-realities, others are being implemented. 


One of Pope Paul’s encyclical letters restates, 
clarifies and defends the moral law. Another has 
to do with the development of peoples. 


IN A 1964 CHRISTMAS message, broadcast 
over Vatican Radio, the Pope warned the world 
racism and 
militarism. He said these evils militate against 
the brotherhood of all mankind. He called for 
disarmament and urged a drive to overcome the

St. Theresa's has a heart; they tithe for the world’s needy

‘Then he will say to those on his left: 
‘Out of my sight you condemned, into 
that everlasting fire prepared for the 
devil and his angels. I was hungry and 
you gave me no food. I was thirsty and 
you gave meno drink . . . naked and 
you gave me no clothing ee 
Matthew 25:41-43 


IT IS A HARD saying, and chilling to the soul, 
but to St. Theresa’s church community in Palm 
Springs, it is the spur for a parish way of life 
dedicated to the care of others. | 

‘St. Theresa’s is a tithing parish. Msgr. Michael 
Nolan, who has been pastor to the desert com- 
munity for eleven years, makes it clear that 
tithing applies not only to his parishioners. The 
parish itself tithes to the missions abroad and 
close to home, and to those who need assistance, 
wherever they may be. 

“T am convinced that we, in this affluent part 
of the world must realize that what we have over 
and above our need does not really belong to 
us... it belongs to those who do not have the 
necessities of life,’ Msgr. Nolan says. 

SIX YEARS AGO an Easter Sunday special 
bulletin drew attention to the appalling need of 


children in some areas of Baja, California, with 


particular reference to orphanages in Mexicali. 


Several members of the parish had reported on 
deplorable conditions existing in the orphanages, 
specifically the Casa ‘del Nine Pabre, later 
renamed Pacelli Orphanage and the difficulties 
facing the Missionaries of Our Lady of Loreto 
who administer it. 


Under the direction of Msgr. Nolan, 14 con- 
cerned people met on September 26, 1965 to form 
a nucleus to assist the orphanages. They became 
the Ninos de Mexicali Society — the Children of 
Mexicali Society. 


IT HAS BEEN a loosely knit organization, 
entirely dependent upon volunteers, and. weil- 
supported by the people and organizations of St. 
Theresa parish. 


The society at first concentrated on two 
Mexicali orphanages but rapidly expanded to 
inelude those as far afield as India, Africa and 
South America. Their aim is to help children help 
themselves. 


A catastrophe in Crossley Tract, a 
predominantly black area of Palm Springs, drew 
them into flood relief work the next year. 
Families left destitute within the parish boun- 


daries, an ambulance for a remote area in the 
Congo, a mission in Alabama — wherever the 


need existed, the Ninos Mission Society reached 


out to help. 


NO PRIEST WHO comes to St. Theresa’s to 
speak of the need of his mission goes away 
empty-handed. A regular monthly bulletin begun

The headline has no direct bearing on clerical 
collars, though I once had a choir director-priest who 
would rip off his collar in the vigorous heat of con- 
ducting a major work, much to the amusement and 
awe of us choirboys. 


The heading this week relates to the human 
phenomenon which shows in the things we get excited 
about. A thousand babies a day can be destroyed by 
abortion and people appear to take it as a matter of 
course. But have a few tiny animals in church as a 
witness to God’s creation and half the diocese writes 
about it. 


Governor Nelson Rockefeller evidently knows that 
Catholics really are not very active over real issues. 
He vetoed the abortion repeal bill recently with a 
sharp verbal slap in the face for the Catholics of New 
York state — including Cardinal Terence Cooke. 


Then there’s the Irish question. Print a word 
which appears to be against one side or the other in 
Ireland and the flood of invective comes like the 
wrath of the devil himself. What is obvious is that 
the good people of Northern Ireland on both sides 
are heartily sick of the slaughter which continues 
in the name of either faction. 


In fact it often seems that some people in any 
situation don’t want issues settled — it would rob them 
of their sense of injustice. 


Invective comes cheaply. Some of the mail Father 
Warren Rouse received over his comments on the 
Berrigan case a few weeks ago was so malicious that 
one wonders where all that Christian love has gone. 


One man sent a telegram, which followed his letter, 
asking me not to publish has name. As he had 
described Father Rouse as a ‘‘baloney expert’’ there 
was little chance of the letter seeing the light of 
publication anyway. 


It is not the difference of opinion that matters, but 
the way in which it is expressed. 


They must be kidding 


If it were not for the fact that we receive copious 
propaganda from them, I could never believe that 
there is actually an organization which calls itself 
“Leading Families of America, Inc.” 


While I agree with some of their views about Church 
involvement and support for organizations which 
might possibly promote abortion programs, any 
group which has the audacity to so call itself surely 
must be lacking in something — even a sense of 
humor.

Talking Point 


Tough gun-control 
law needed as deaths, 
incidents accelerate 


BACK IN 1968 — the year in which Martin 
Luther King, Jr., and Senator Robert Kennedy 
were shot dead in separate attacks — President. 
Lyndon B. Johnson noted bitterly that in the 
United States, firearms — handguns, rifles and 
shotguns — were as easy to obtain as ‘“‘baskets of 
fruit or cartons of cigarettes.” 


Almost four years — and thousands of gun 
killings — later, the situation remains pretty 
much the same. 


Last May 15, for example — the day Alabama 
Gov. George Wallace was shot down by a would- 
be assassin — was a “‘typical’’ day as far as 
shootings go. 

ON THAT DAY, among other incidents, a 
husband shot and killed his wife, a man shot 
another man after an argument ‘‘about some 
girl,” a lover was shot and killed by a former girl 
friend, and an Air Force captain and a retired 
postal worker killed themselves. 


According to the Wall Street Journal, which 
made a nationwide survey of gunshot killings on 
May 15, an average of 57 people are killed daily 
in the U.S. as a result of gunfire. 


The situation prompted the 184th General 
Assembly of the United Presbyterian Church, 
‘meeting in Denver, Colorado, in May, to call 
upon Congress to enact tight gun control 
legislation. Specifically, the assembly asked 
Congress to prohibit the manufacture, sale, 
ownership. and possession of concealable 


weapons that are not designed and registered for © 


sporting use or law enforcement. 


“THE MAJORITY of Americans (by three to 
one) want controls,’’ says the Christian Science. 
Monitor. ‘‘The logic and statistics on the issue 
argue inescapably for greater control.” 

Surveys disclose an enormous disparity _bet- 
ween the low rate of gun crimes in countries 
where-gun control laws are stringent — and 


ownership of firearms is considered a privilege » 


rather than a right — and the high rate in the 
U.S. where such laws are lax. 


Precisely how effective these stringent laws 
are in preventing crime is difficult to measure. 
But many law-enforcement officials in such 
countries as Britain, France, Italy, Canada and 
Japan point to their relatively low ‘‘crime-by- 
gun’’ rate as compared with the United States. 

FIGURES FOR 1970 — the latest available — 
indicate the sharp contrast between these 
countries and the U.S.: 


—In Britain, there were only 29 killings from 
all firearms. And total indictable firearms of-

million people. 
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there is less chance of their being used ac- 
cidentally, or in the heat of arguments, or by 
irresponsible persons. 


AT PRESENT in the U.S., apart from a 
Federal gun-control bill enacted in 1958 limiting 
the interstate sale of rifles and shotguns, gun 
control is almost entirely in the hands of city and 
state authorities. 


But Congress now has what it needs, in the 
form of legislation already introduced, to end the 
proliferation of handguns — particularly: the 
cheap or concealable variety, which, according 
to police records, are causing so much havoc. 


The Senate has four major pieces of gun- 
control legislation: Michigan Senator Phillip A. 
Hart’s bill would prohibit possession of all 
handguns after 180 days following enactment: 
Massachusetts Senator Edward M. Kennedy’s 
bill would require the licensing of owners and 
registration of all guns; Indiana Senator Birch 
Bayh’s bill would end the proliferation of cheap 
handguns by setting quality and size regulations, 
and Illinois Senator Adlai E. Stevenson III’s bill 
would set federal licensing and registration . 
standards for handguns. 


IN THE HOUSE, there are three important 
handgun bills: New York Representative John 
M. Murphy’s bill bans the manufacture and sale 
of ‘‘Saturday night specials’? (cheap handsize . 
weapons); Illinois Representative Abner J. Mik- 
va’s bill prohibits the manufacture, sale, import 
of handguns or bearing them outside one’s home, 
and New York Representative Emanuel Celler’s 
bill, which combines Sen. Kennedy’s proposal to 
require the licensing and registration of long 
guns and Rep. Mikva’s proposal on handguns. 


For those Americans who want tough gun- 
control legislation all this makes for a measured 
degree of hope. 


But, in various parts of the country, there is 
still great resistance to anti-gun legislation, a 
good deal of which is rooted in distrust of the 


—In France (population: 50,775,000), an 
estimated 475 persons were killed with hand- 
guns and an estimated 625 other crimes were 
perpetrated with guns. 


—Italy counted up 741 homicides with weapons 
of all types and had 3,112 armed robberies. Italy 
has a population of 53,670,000. 


—Among Canada’s population of 21,406,000 
there were 430 murders. Of these, only 176 were 
committed with guns. 


—Over-all figures for Japan are not available, 
but in Tokyo, which has a population of over 9 
million, there were only 16 cases of violent crime 
involving guns. 


ON THE OTHER HAND, the United States had 
a staggering 9,039 murders by guns and a further 
estimated 100,000 other crimes committed with 
firearms. 


Admittedly, comparisons with the U.S. — with 
its “‘melting pot’’ population of 203,184,000 — are 
difficult to assess. The other countries have 
more homogeneous populations with relatively 
little racial or ethnic conflict. And none of these 
countries has America’s Wild West gun-slinging, 
every-man-for-himself, right-to-bear-arms 
traditions, which still persist in some parts of the 
United States. 


But many officials in these comparison 
countries are persuaded that tough gun-control 
laws have tended.to keep down the number of 
guns in circulation. Consequently, they say,

they bound by this 
vow’? Can they refuse 
certain orders’ or 
directives if they do 
not agree with them? 


By this oath or promise — 
it is not a vow — the priest 
commits himself to obey his 
legitimate superior (the 
bishop) in all matters per- 
taining to his ministerial 
office, diocesan ordinances 
and his life-style as a priest. 


He is not bound to a 
directive which would vio- 


late his sincerely formed 
conscience. Let me hasten 
to add that this qualifica- 
tion is not “new” theology 
but the consistent interpre- 
tation of moral theologians 
through the centuries. 


When St. Francis wrote 
his rule in the 13th century, 
for example, he com- 
manded his friars in virtue 
of their vow of obedience to 
obey their legitimate 
superiors in everything 
except what might be 


against the rule or their 
own conscience. 

If for reasons of consci- 
ence a priest truly feels that 
he must disobey an order 
given by his bishop, he must 
also be prepared to accept 
the juridical consequences 
that may be involved until 
the case can be properly 
judged in an ecclesiastical 
court. 


Question: 
Pentecostals make a 


lot about being able to 
speak in “tongues.” Is 
this truly the scrip- 
tural gift of the Spirit 
or is it their imagina- 
tion? 

Both the testimony of 
Pentecostals themselves 
and the books which have 
been written indicate that 
this gift is, at most, a sort of 
“fringe benefit” that is not 
essential.

MANY GUN OWNERS feel that licensing fees

Improving of public confidence in government, 
among gun owners, is clearly a long-term 
process. But meanwhile, the National Council for 
a Responsible Firearms Policy is strongly 
recommending that legislatures, on both federal 
and state level, enact effective gun-control laws 
that would embody the following proposals: 


—Registration of all guns. 

—Licensing of gun owners. 

—Establishment by the states of codes of 
conduct that gun owners must adhere to, under 
penalty of losing their gun license. 


WHETHER TOUGH, realistic gun-control 
legislation will shortly come to pass in the U.S. is 


problematical. 


But there are many citizens who would agree 
that such enactments ‘‘would save hundreds of 
lives in this country and spare thousands of 
families all across this land the grief and the 
heartbreak that may come from the loss of a 
husband, a son, a brother or a friend.” 


These words were spoken in the Senate by 
Senator Robert Kennedy on May 16, 1968. Less 
than one month later he lay fatally wounded, one 
more victim of a murderer’s bullet.

An interesting statement 
was issued by the Commit- 
tee on Doctrine of the 
National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops in 1969 
which says in part:

claim that they receive cer- 
tain ‘charismatic gifts. 
Admittedly,. there have 
been abuses, but the cure is 
not a denial of their exis- 
tence but-their proper use. 
We still need _ further 
research on the matter of 
charismatic gifts.”

in 1968 keeps the people informed on Ninos 
Mission Society contributions and, more im- 
portant, the needs which still remain. * 


The local Head Start development, Meals for 
Millions, a self-help project; Join Hands, a civil- 
rights oriented movement; Gorta, an_ in- 
ternational famine relief organization and aid 
for Biafran children took their places over the 
years with mission aid, Foster Parents Plan and 
other relief agencies. 


Assistance was requested and given. A typical 
annual accounting of charitable contributions 
listed a total of $6,123.50 for that year. Not quite a 
tithe, but truckloads of food and clothing make 


the trip to Mexicali at least 6nce a month and the 


general parish fund makes up any deficit. 


EACH MONTH commitments of $50 or more to 
Pacelli Orphanage in Mexicali, a school for poor 
blacks in Alabama and a hospital for the in- 
curably ill in Los Angeles, remind the people of 
St. Theresa’s of the constant need of those less 
fortunate than they. 


The April issue of the Ninos bulletin exposed 
an urgency for hospital facilities for 28,000 
persons in the Negritos area of Peru, and asked 
for volunteers for their “Adopt a Family” 
program. The society has pledged $100 monthly 
to hospital aid. At least seven families have 
already responded to the adoption plea. 


St. Theresa’s is not unique in the principle of ©

are but a few of Pope Paul’s numerous programs 
to implement the council’s call for renewal and.

FEW AMONG MANY in the Pope’s scheme of 
things, they nevertheless call attention to his 
incomparable goodness and his apparent 
solicitude for the welfare of all mankind. 


Our cooperation in the clerical and lay 
apostolates is essential to the discharge of the 
awful responsibilities. Our prayer should be that 
‘he may enjoy the health and time to bring to 
fruition the great and arduous mission he so 
valiantly undertook nine years ago. 


Let us not forget him on June 30, the an- 
niversary of his coronation.

THE THOUGHT OF YOUR parish priest behind bars is so 
farfetched it seems funny. But if his cellmates were a little 
old lady and a WW II veteran, you might wonder what 
common threat to society they posed which would warrant 
their imprisonment. 


In truth, they represent millions of Californians in church, 
veterans, or senior citizens groups who regularly break the 
state law against gambling. They will not be found in a Las 
‘Vegas-type casino, however, but in some unglamorous hall 
playing bingo. 


This is surely not illicit gaming on a par with the bookie’s 
operation. It is for many people one of the few pleasures they 
have in life. Certainly one of the few which they can still 
afford. 


‘ASSEMBLY BILL 143 and Assembly Constitutional 
Amendment 19 (L. Greene) would recognize these fealities 
and eliminate criminal penalties for over 2,000 organizations 
in this state which regularly conduct bingo games. 


This legislation would . legalize bingo for non-profit, 
charitable organizations. 


The measures Will probably make it through the 
legislature, especially now that district attorneys have 
dropped their traditional opposition. But the constitutional 
amendment must also face a public vote on the November 
ballot. 


NOTWITHSTANDING the constitutional doctrine of 
church-state separation, there are other bills now in the 
legislature which even more directly affect Catholics. 


Assembly Bill 467 (Ryan and Chacon) would permit non- 
public schools to use audio-visual materials owned by county 
superintendents of schools (provided prior demand by public 
schools does not conflict). 


Previous legislation has extended private schools the use of 
state textbooks. We reason the state should also offer the use 
of audio-visual materials which compliment the texts. 


BESIDES, MUCH of this equipment now sits idle in county 
offices. By renting it to non-public schools, fuller utilization 


could be achieved. 


AB 1724 (McCarthy and Chacon) would provide parents a 
state income tax credit for each child in a non-public school. 


SENATE BILL 18 (Harmer) would mandate that every 
school district in the state conduct a program of driver 
training which would be available free to children from 
private schools. 


SB 120 (Harmer) would provide for a voucher pilot 
program in one California city. Each pupil would receive a 
grant of money in the form of a voucher from the school 
district in which he resides to ‘‘buy,’ his education from. any 
school in the district, PUpHE or private. 


The likelihood for passage of the voucher plan is somewhat 
improved over last year. The governor supports the 
legislation and would probably sign it if it reaches his desk. 


EVERY BILL in this survey is a potential law which could 
touch our lives as Catholics as well as citizens. Pray that 
good laws are enacted, but give the Lord some help by 
notifying your legislators of your feelings on these measures.
